(vi) involvement with the justice system;

(I) vyear-round programming, including summer camp and

academic enrichment; and
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(J) Professional development focused on language arts

and reading standards, mathematics standards, science

standards, technology standards, and developmental or life

skill standards using innovative and best practices for all

include eligible students that attend a Residential Boarding

School Program within that same district within the district's

Average Daily Attendance count should both parties deem
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appropriate.

As used in this subsection (n), "eligible student" means a

student who 1is entitled to attend school, is at risk of

academic failure, is currently enrolled in grades 1 through 8,

is from a family who is low income, and meets at least one of

the following additional risk factors:

(1) The student is in foster care or has been declared

an adjudicated dependent by the court.

(2) The student's head of household is not the

student's custodial parent.

(3) The student has been residing in a household that

receives a housing voucher or has been determined eligible

for public housing assistance or is homeless.

(4) The student is from an impoverished community.

(5) A member of the student's immediate family has been

incarcerated.

(6) The student has experienced or 1is experiencing

traumatic events identified as adverse childhood

experiences that directly impact his or her educational

success, such as:

(A) abuse or neglect;

(B) bullying or exclusion;

(C) poverty or homelessness;

(D) discrimination;

(E) a household with substance abuse;

(F) witnessing or being a victim of violence;
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(G) household mental illness; and

(H) divorce, deportation, or other family

separation.
